France replies today that she 
will’ always. seek an agreement of. her 
allies ‘‘ before acting.”’. Thus she main- 
tains Ker right to act “independently 
when she believes it justified. 

There are the surface indications of 
the fundamental differences of France 
and England toward the treaty ahd to- 
ward Germany. England believes the 
best policy lies In aiding a regenerated 
Germany to get on her feet again even 
at the expense of mitigating the treaty.

NEW HAVEN, Aprth °10.—arthur 
Twining Hadley, President of Yale for 
twenty anda half years, today tendered 
his resignation to the Trustees of the 
university. It was accepted; and a com- 


mittee of five members was appointed to 
recommend his successor to the corpora- 
tion or Board .of Trustees. 

Last month Dr. Hadley announced his 
intention of retiring in June, 1921, when 
he had reached the age of 65. He said

Dr. Hadley was inaugurated as Presi- 
dent of Yale in 1899, succeeding Presi- 
dent Timothy Dwight, who resigned ‘the 
previous November and Dr. Hadley was 
chosen President in May. At the same 
time Director George Brush of the Shef- 
field Scientific -School, resigned, and 
Professor Russell H..Chittenden was 
elected his successor. Unofficial reports 
indicate that Director Chittenden will 
soon retire. 

Dr. Hadley has been head of Yale dur- 
ing, the period of its most extensive 
material growth and its widest intelec- 
tual . expansion. The university has 
more’ than quadrupled its resources dur- 
ing -his_ administration, although its 
membership had not increased more 
than 50 per cent... The reconstruction of 
the educational policy. of the institution 
in the last year has been-one of the 
most sweeping changes: in his régime. 
The corporation today adopted a reso- 
lution expressing profound regret that it 
must accept President Hadley’s resigna- 
tion, but satisfaction that he had agreed 
to remain. with the Department of 
Political Economy in the university.

Reports of thé number of strikers 
were confused by the variance between 
the numbers said to be out by the union 
officers and those declared by the 
strikers to have quit. Unofficial figures 
from. ‘the various railroad centres af- 
fected“showed 40,000 men on strike. In 
addition, thousands of persons were in- 
directly affected bythe strike through 
the closing of steel mills, packing plants 
and other industries dependent on. the 
railroads for coal and raw materials. 


Insugents Gain 8,000 tor Day. 


The ipsurgent forces were strength- 
ened by nearly elght thousand. today 
when ‘switchmen in twenty-two addi- 
tional cities and towns struck, and 
further walkouts occurred in large rail- 
road centres. .

‘by the New York Methodist Conference, 
fm arinual session here. 

This action followed. the reading of 
@ report on ‘‘ the state of the country,” 
by Chancellor James Roscoe Day of 
Syracuse University, and an address 
on invitation of» the. conference by 


Bishop Luther B. Wilson, in which both 
men denounced the recognition by any 
constituted authority in this country of 
Ireland as a ‘“‘republic’’ and of de 
Valera as its ‘‘president.’’ 

Bishop Wilson, who spoke with con- 
siderable warmth, criticised New York 
City for giving the freedom of the city 
to de Valera. 

Another resolution was * proposed by 
the Rev. Dr. J. Wesley Johnston of 
Yonkers, who moved that the parts of 
the addresses of both Chancellor Day 
and Bishop Wilson which referred to our 
relations with the Allies be referred to 
the: Secretary of State through the ,Sec- 
retary of the Conference. This was 
passed unanimously. 


Chancellor Day’s Address.

Bishop Wilson, who responded to a 
resolution offered by the Rev. Dr. Ezra 
S. Tipple, President of Drew Theological 
Seminary of Madison, N. J., asking for 
the Bishop’s views on the Day report, 
said ‘‘ it was a disgrace that the greatest 
city in the world gave the freedom of 
the city to one who was practically the 
enemy of a:country with whom we are 
on friendly terms.” 

He quoted de Valera as having con- 
fessed on American soil that the ‘“* Irish 
Republic ’’’ was not only a supporter of 
Germany,. but was a supporter of any 
other enemy of Bngland. He said that 
Irish question being a domestic 
question, ‘‘ we should never give sup- 
port to Ireland or advice to England.”* 
The Bishop said that England showed 
magnanimity by refusing to take of- 
fense at our course in giving the free- 
‘dom of New: York City to de Valera, 
which was “‘ more wg = impropriety 
and a breach of good ta:

Commerce Board Chairman Ap- 
proves Differential Rate Plan.

SEEKS NEW FLYING RECORD. 


Lincoln G. Valentine Stafts Fast 
Trip from Miami to New York. 


MIAMI, Fla. April 20.—Lincoln G. 
Valentine of New York, accompanied 
by Modesto Martinez, former First Sec- 
retary of the Costa Rican Legation at 
Washington, left at noon today in an 
effort to break the airplane récord from 
Miami to New York, a distance of 1,450 
miles.

The singing of the movement from 
the mass was what was done best.

For this there was 
enthusiastic applause long continued. 

The playing of the symphony was un- 
satisfactory on account of the acoustics 
of the hall. ere were phrases and 
portions of phrases that would suddenly 
and maertet ously disappear in the gen- 
eral body of sound; others that would 
as suddenly come to the surface when 
not needed. Certain passages, from one 
point in the hall at least, seemed to cor- 
sist mostly of. the blasts of four trum- 
pets. Such effects do not contribute to 
the value or understanding of the sym- 
phony. There was much applause, how- 
ever, and Mr. Damrosch. made the play- 
ers bow to acknowledge it. 

Nor did the effect ron Brahms’s con- 
cert as it was heard yesterday contribute 
to an understanding of it. This was a

IRELAND AND CONGRESS. 

An editorial article in the current 
issue of The Freeman gives the Congres- 
sional friends of Ireland and-the Irish 
vote a gentle but somewhat disconcerting 
prod. This journal of the politely demi- 
revolutionary observes that for Amer- 
icans Irish independence is no longer a 
British or even an Irish question; “it 
“has become an American question of 
“ the first order.” 

Since June 6, 1919, when the Con- 
gress of the United States, acting 
under its constitutional authority, rec- 
ognized the Irish Republic‘ and inter- 
vened at the Peace Conference in its 
behalf * *. * our first business is to 
see to it that constitutional action, 
taken in behalf of Ireland by our Rep- 
resentatives in Congress, be not finally 
nullified and overridden by the. Exec- 
‘utive. *°* © There may be two minds 
about helping Ireland; there can be 
otily one about ‘Pesiating “arbitrary and 
anarchical executive interference with 
constitutional processes of government. 
The writer thereupon cites the House 

resolution of March 4, 1919, and the 
Senate resolution of June 6, calling on 
the Peace Conference to do something 
for Ireland; the Senate even asking a 
hearing for the Sinn Fein envoys. And 
then there was the Irish reservation’ to 
the Treaty. “The Congress could clear- 
ly have done none of these things,” says 
The Freeman solemnly, “except upon 
“ acceptance of the claim of the Irish Re- 
“public to the status of freedom and 
“sovereignty. Hence, Congress not only 
“recognized the Irish Republic, but in- 
“tervened in its behalf at the Peace 
“ Conference.” 

Thereupon there follows an ingenious 
but not very convincing argument that, 
while the Executive may recognize. 
changes of government in an established® 
State, only Congress has a right to rec- 
ognize a new State. All this, of course, 
is sheer foolishness. The precedents 
cited to support this view are over- 
balanced by controlling precedents -on 
the other side; but the legal aspect 
of the’ case’ is incidental. The 
Freeman becomes indignant over the 
“insatiable egotism and matchless 
impudence” of Woonrow WILSON, 
“a mere servant, a hired man, whose 
“only function, if he has a function, is 
“to do diligently and obediently what he 
“is ‘told to do by constitutional direc- 
“tion,” and demands that Congress do 
something about it.

MORE FARMHANDS Quit. 


One-third Million Fewer: Acres in 
Cultivation in New York This Year. 


“The hired man is leaving the farm 
for a city job at an alarming rate,’’ says 
Professor C. 8; Morgan, head of; thé 
Columbia Department of Agriculture, in 
announcing that the university will ¢co- 
operate with thé New York State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Cornell University, 
in an intensive course of training in the 
use of farm machinery and tractors, 
Friday and Saturday evenings and Sat- 
urday afternoon, April 9 to April 24. 

*“A recent Government report,’’ ac- 
cording to Professor Morgan, ‘ shows 
that 17 per cent. of the farm hands on 
8,775 representative New ‘York farms 
left their country work during the 
twelve months preceding Feb. 1. It is 
estimated that there will be a reduction 
of a third of a million acres in culti- 
vated lands for the current year because 
of scarcity of help. Mies 

“This decrease will take place peene 
in crops that call for a great deal of 
labor; for instance, potatoes. This is. a 
poor augury for any reduction in the 
present 7 cost of living: A prosper- 
ous city hfe in America is not possible 
with a decadent agriculture, 

“There are several remedies for this 
deplorable outlook. The one nearest to 
hand is a more general use on the farm 
of labor-saving. machinés. Farmers 
must know to.a more universal extent 
what resources in a mec ical line they 
can draw on to solve their problems. 

“Professor H. W. Filey. head of the 
Department of Rural Engineering at 
Cornell, will conduct this farm machin- 
ery: and tractors course. The topics to 
be considered on. respective week-ends 
will be function, care and improved types 
of farm machinery; water supply and 
farm engines; farm er applications, 
tractors and trucks,”’ 

Columbia's summer session also will 
endeavor to stimulate and direct intet- 
est in agriculture, offering a series of 
courses embracing fruit growing, ele- 
mentary horticulture, greenhouse man- 
agement and vegetable gardening. 
These courses will be given by Hug 
Findlay, university lecturer in horti- 
culture. a 

Trips will be made to truck gardens 
private estates, commercial orchards and 

eenhouses near New York City. La- 

ratory work will be done in large 
greenhouse and garden at Columbia. 
Actual practical work will fit the stu- 
dent to manage a small home green- 
house and garden. The courses also will 
be of value to téachers and supérvisors 
of horticulture in public, normal and 
agricultural schools. 

hrough its home study division, 
teaching by mail, Columbia will .also 
feature agriculture. The instructor is 
Professor Morgan. This course aims 
to give the student a grounding in the 
principles- of scientific agriculture, as 
telating to the management of field and 
forage crops in the Eastern. United 
States.

New ‘York Distridt Is Expected 
to Furnish Many of 1,600 
Volunteers for Trip. 


FLEET TO. SAIL ON JUNE 5 


After Long Voyage Those Who De- 
sire May Remain in ‘avy on 
Active Service. 


The navy announces an interesting 
and attractive Summer? practice cruise, 
in which not only midshipmen™ of the 
Naval Academy, but naval reservists 
of the enlisted personnel in civil life, will 
participate. Secretary Daniels has au- 
thorized the taking along of 1,600 re- 
servists when the practice fleet sails 
trom Philadelphia on June 5. The U. S. 
8. Connecticut will be the flagship of 
the practice fleet, which will include the 
Kansas, Minnesota, New Hampshire, 
South Carolina and Michigan. The ves- 
sels will visit Guantanamo Bay, Cuba; 
the Panama Canal; Hawalian Islands, 
Puget Sound, Washington, and San 
Francisco, San Diego and San Pedro, 
Cal., returning alout Aug. 28 to An- 
napolis, where the cruise ends. 

Those who volunteer will be required 
to report on May 10 to the commandant 
of the naval district in which they live. 
They will be sent to Philadelphia, and 
will embark about June 1. They will 
be released again from active duty on 
or before Sept. 10, but any who wish 
to remain in the navy on active service 
will be perpuittes to do so. 

Captain John W. Timmons, in charge 
of reserve matters in this, the Third, 
naval district, which includes reservists 
living in New York, Connecticut and 
Vermont and in the counties of Mercer 
and Monmouth and all counties north 
thereof in the State of New Jersey, said 
yesterday that all reservists who sent 
their names to the commandant of the 
pores rg would be authorized to take the 
cruise, 

“This cruise will enable many naval 
reservists to take a fine sea voyage at 
the expense of the Government and at 
the same time it will enable them to 
complete the active sea duty required in 
order that they may be confirmed in 
their ratings and receive two months’ 
retainer pay & year while on the inac- 
tive list of the Naval Resere force.’ 
Captain Timmons gaid. ‘ It is expected 
that the crufse will be e popular. It 
ia announced that applications from re- 
servists will be filed in the order of their 
receipt.

Confronted by the serious overcrowd- 
ing of the institutions, the high cost of 
building, the commission is making vig- 
orous efforts to prevent mental disor- 
ders through the establishment of clinics 
for early discovery and treatment, and 
by the employment of field agents to 
look after patients paroled, from the 
hospitals to their homes to finish. their 
convalescence. In this movement the 
commission is co-operatin with the 
State Departments of Health, Educa- 
tion, Charities, Probation, Prisons and 
Mental Defectives in order to establish 
joint clinics, or health certres, which 
are available for mental cases coming 
to the attention of all those depart- 
ments. 

The report shows that the actual total 
expenditures of the State Hospital De- 
partment during the year were $11,985,- 
605.55. Owing to the high prices of 
supplies, the average ‘per capita cost of 
maintenance of patients was $304.09, as 
compared with $262.82 in 1918, and 
$208.91 in 1914. The commission calls 
attention, however, to the fact that the 
Monthly’ Review of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics shows that the: cost of all 
commodities has increased 104 per cent. 
since 1914, while the cost of mainte- 
nance in the State hospitals during this 
pare period has increased only 45.6 per 
cent. :

Through the uncertainties of our legis- 
lation the American dye ‘industry, which 
is so essential to the chemical inde- 
pendence of this country, is being re- 
tarded, according to an announcement 
made recently by R. Shreve of the 
American Chemical; Society, which be- 
‘gins tomorrow its. Spring® meeting in 
St. Louis. Mr. Shreve, formerly of that 
city, is Secretary of the newly organ- 


the society. 

*‘ How essential an adjustment of the 
conditions governing the importation of 
dyes is to the United States,’’ said Mr. 


which this question has elicited in all 
branches of the industry. The Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, with its member- 
ship of fourteen thousand, is in contact 
with every class of manufacturing in 
this covwntry, and naturally “we should 
feel the reflex of thege unsettled condi- 
tions. The “American chemist is well 
dble to make dyes equal to those pro- 
duced anywhere else in, the world; but 
the color industry cannot be put on a 
permanent basis without the investment 
of millions of. dollars. 

‘‘ Enormous expenditures have already 
been made by the manufacturing chem- 
ists, but it cannot be expected that they 
will enlist as large a capital as they 
would like, unless they are more sure 
of a return than they are at present. 
Some manufacturers, in order to bring 
dyes within the reach of all industries, 
have spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in periments and research to 
develop a single color. They have the 
disposition to undertake every reason- | 
able chance, and it seems to me it is | 
only fair that the delays of the last féw | 
months should come to an end.

American and European Libraries. 


*Bome of the European libraries have 
resources in books that are unique. 
Some of these books we cannot hope to 
equal here. - Many of their librarians, 
too, are learned, distinguished men.. But 


the whole idea of the library in Kurope 
seems to be very different. It is the 
old idea of a library—a reservoir; the 
modern idea--a fountain. . The lbrary 
was esteemed for what it contained. 
- With us it is a question of what use

vival of food’ cards in Italy to conserve 
wheat is explaineg by the fact that the 
per capita consumption of grain is offi- 
ciaHy estimated to have increased more 
than 20 per cent. in the year following 
the end of the war. This may be ac- 
-counted for by a reaction from the ten-. 
sion and sacrifices of the*war. .. Those 
who had pinched and denied themselves 
for four years believed that they were 
gntitléd’ to enjoy a period of self-indul- 
gence. Then, too, the depreciation of 
paper money and the corresponding rise 
in wages confers a sense of purchasing 
power upon wage earners such as they 
hever had before. 

The domestic constimption of grain has 
increased about 100,000 tons a month 
over what it was at the outbreak of the 
war. Upwards of 6,500, tons are 
being Consumed annually. Last season's 
harvest was slightly under 4,000,000 tons, 
and it is officially estimated that Italy 
needs today not less than 250,000 tons 
of forgign grain a month. Following the 
recent drop in 
ures have been taken to cut this re- 
quirement to 200,000 tons. 

Importations of grain from the United 
States have been averaging about 100,000 
tons a month, but, according to Bureau

Royal Meeker, Commisioner of Labor 
Statistics, in the current Labor Review, 
says that he sees no prospect of any 
considerable decrease in prices for sev- 
eral years to come. This is his sum- 
mary of the causes of the high prices: 

‘*1. By far the most important cause 
of increased prices is the enormous ad- 
dition to the circulating medium, money 
and its. substitutes, during the last four 
years. 

‘*2. Decrease in the actual physical 
quantities of goods produced and ex- 
changed. 

‘*3. Manufacture for and purchase by 


and other purposes; and, 


the supply of goods and services." 

‘*If the prices are to be lowered,’’ he 
continues, ‘“‘the causes operating to 
boost prices must he attacked. The 
amount of money and checks in circu- 
lation must be appreciably reduced and 
the quantities of necessary goods must 
be increased in amount. The stocks of 
commodities manufactured on Govern- 
ment account must, so fart as possible, 


§| be salvaged and thrown upon the mar- 


ket. The extraordinary demands for 
goods new and old must either be cur- 
tailed or production of these goods ex- 
panded to meet the needs. 


two dollars grow where but one dollar 
grew before. This, coupled with the 
fact that there has been an enormous 
destruction of economic goods and of 
the farms, mines, forests and factories 
supplying these goods, explains the enor- 
mous and worldwide decrease in the 
purchasing. power (value) of money, 
which causes increased prices.

Undoubtedl profiteerin, of a most 
reprehensible sort has existed and does 
exist today, but the profiteer, is a result 
of ever increasing prices rather than the 
cause thereof. His influence in boost- 
ing’ prices is negligible. If all the prof- 
iteers in the world could be apprehended 
and thrown into jail or lined up and 
shot, it would have no appreciable in- 
fluence upon prices 

‘It has been suggested that the ab- 
normally high A are psychological 
in origin and that prices will fall just 
as soon as the people can. made to 
think falling prices. Of course, psy- 
chology is involved in every price, but 
the larger quantities of currency and 
the smaller amounts of commodities are 
physical facts that no psychic legerde- 
main can overcome.’ 

After asserting that in his opinion it 
will be several years before prices fall 
to any great extent, Mr, Meeker con-

Whilé {t is &n Undisputed fact that 
commercial arbitration, as.‘practiced by 


have made provisions for it, is saving 
the disputants much of the ill-fecling 
und expense arising from litigation In 
the courts, it has one great drawback— 
there is nothing in it which requires the 
losing individual or concern to ‘accept 
the decision of the person or committeé 
who handléd the case., It is because of 
this fact that the National Association 
vf Credit Men, while favoring all forms 
of arbitration, distinctly leans on that 
form which is based on law. It particu- 
larly favor’ the kind of arbitration law 
which is how ih force in Illinois, fotlow- 
ing revisions made in 1917 and 1919 by 
the State Legislature at the request. of 
the Chicago Association of Credit Men.

Provisions of New British Act 
Affecting Those Granted 
to Foreigners.

Reminiscent Volumes, Covering the Last Quarter of a Century, Rich 
in Material for Students of Social Conditions in the United States

which caption the publishers 

add “ Our political history as 

Champ Clark lived it.”’ It is 

not disrespectful on the part 
of Harper & Brothers to abbreviate 
Mr. James Beauchamp Clark's name 
In fact, it would have 
“been rather dangerous, perhaps, to 
‘print the whole name; it might have 
been looked on as a concession to 
the cultivated taste of that New 
Engiand for which Mr. Champ 
‘Clark’s constituents in Missouri 
seem to have such a very deeply 
rooted disgust. These ‘‘ outlanders "’ 
might have pronounced it in the 
English way; and Beaychamp turned 
into '‘ Beechem °’ would have proved 
more than a deadly insult. 

Mr. Clark tells us that his sur- 
mame is derived from the Latin 
* clericus,’’ and he séems to think 
that it might have been originally 


written ‘‘ Clerk,’’ since he has dis- 
covered that ‘“ Clerk "’ is often pro- 
nounced ‘‘ Clark.’’ Although Mr. 


Champ Clark has a great respect for 
scholarship—he stood very high in 


. his classes at Transylvania College, 


his Greek is not to be despised, he 
‘was once a successful school teacher, 
and now he Has written a book—he 
does not seem to care much for so- 
phisticated elegance, since he admits 
the possession of ‘‘ Beauchamp ’’ 
only as a matter of family record. 
These two volumes are full of 
** richness,’’ as Mr. Champ Clark 
says, when he quotes Dickens, to 
whom he is devoted, of other mat- 
ters. It does not seem possible that 
the country which produced “‘ The 
Education of Henry Adams "’ could 
have given us ‘‘ My Quarter Century 


of American Politics.’’ If Mr. Henry: 


Adams is plainly a super-cultivated 
spectator of events, very much 
‘‘ dans les coulisses,’"’ Mr. Champ 
Clark is an energetic actor who often 
moves the scenery and starts the 
footlights himself. Mr. Champ Clark 
is no less an American than Mr. 
Henry Adams was, but he is more 
typical of a greater number of 
Americans—and yet not exactly of 
the new generation. He is of the soil; 
he loves the soil; and-he takes life 
with such sincerity and naiveté, 
with such a belief in the principles 
which he holds because they ought 
to be the principles of all Americans, 


that his work deserves the closest 


study. on the part of students who 
would really like to know what the 
. social and psychological conditions 
of our country actually are.

Whatever Mr. Bryan ‘has done 
to Mr. Champ Clark, it must be re- 
membered that he showed great re- 
straint in not publicly calling his 
opponent *’ Beauchamp "’ in the Bal- 
timore Convention; Mr. Clark ought 
at least to give him credit for this 
act of self-repression; and when he 
states that ‘‘ the malicious slanders 
of Bryan’ deprived him of the 
Democratic candidature for President 
in 1912, he ought to r

To our European friends who 
seem not to understand that “ the 
short and simple annals of the poor "’ 
never meant, among the pioneers of 
our country, humiliafion ora lack of 
self-respect or a sense of social in- 
feriority, the first chapters of this 
book may be recommended. Mr. 
Champ Clark is proud of having been 
born among the poor; and from the 
very beginning he regards the fur- 
nishing of the mind and the cultiva- 
tion of the affections of the heart as 
of much greater importance than the 
Possession of land or money. Abra- 
‘ham Lincoin never apologized for his 
coon-skin cap; and no American of 
‘the older school seems to have been 
ashamed ofa kind of poverty which, 
while it forced him to exert all his 
mental and. physical powers, never 
caused him to lose his self-respect or 
to lower his fdeals. It is a great 
thing to be a free man of this kind; 
and one feels it deeply during the 
whole of Mr. Champ Clark’s early 
career. It is only the later genera- 
tion, born ‘in cities, who pity them- 
selves for the lack of ‘“ advan- 
tages.’’ 

The greatest advantage Mr. 
Champ Clark had was to have 1 en 
born of poor and honest parents. It 
was probably one of the later gen- 
eration, filled with self-pity and re- 
duced to ask for the necessary pie 
at the door of the frugal and menac- 
ing housewife, who said plaintively, 
“You may know, madam, "how 
wretchedly I was brought up when 
I tell you that our family never 
owned a Ford.’’ The heart of the 
housewife at once melted! 

This spirit did not exist in the 
breasts of persons of the sturdy 
stock from which Mr. Champ Clark 
came. Mr. Clark tells us that folk 
reared among negroes are always 
superstitious; but he was above all 
superstition, and one mofning after 
Mr. Folk was nominated for Gover- 
nor of Missouri, he invited the prob- 
able Governor and his wife and some 
other friends to breakfast in the up- 
stairs dining room of the Union Sta- 
tion in St. Louis. 


iber for my breakfast party, but, 
strange to relate, not an acquaint- 
ance was in sight. A _ strapping, 
big. good-looking policeman, whom I 
had never clapped eyes on before, 
sauntered along, swinging his billy. 
I accosted him, and to his evident 
surprise invited him ‘o breakfast. 
He asked me the wherefore of the 
invitation. I told him that that was 
none~of his business, and that it 
was enough for him to know that he 





would get a cracking good feed free, 


in recherché company, and that it 
would be a favor to me. He wouldn’t 
accept until I told him my name.

Mr. Clark does not tell us whether 
ill-luck struck the policeman or not 
for leaving his ‘‘ beat ** in order to 
enjoy some delightful moments in 
good society. 

Mr. Clark gives us some terrifying 
particulars about Kentucky feuds— 
“* feuds which caused the Italian 
vendetta to appear like a holiday 
performance in comparison.’”’ He 
tells us that ‘‘ some of the best peo- 
ple ’’ joined lynching parties. and he 
does not-seem to think that lynching 
is to be condemned unreservedly; he 
backs up this opinion by assuming 
that Colonel Roosevelt did not al- 
together disapprove of this method 
of punishment in the case of horse- 
stealers. But it will not do to linger 
too long in the vestibule of Mr. 
Clark’s palace of practical politics. 

Mr. Clark has not been made 





** bitter ’’ by his long political ex- 


























perience, but, of course, nearly 
every great man has his Judas. We 
should not mention this ‘* creature ** 
again, though. Mr. Clark does. 

He says very truly that the con- 
stant slandering and calumniating of 
public men, the utter recklessness of 
the persons ‘who make charges 
against them, is a matter for patri- 
etic condemnation. . Shall we, he 
asks, continue a course of detraction 
and lying in our newspapers which 
must make thé newly arrived ‘for- 
eigner, taught to believe that our 
Government is the best in the world, 
become cynical and destructive? 
‘The truth is,“ he added, ‘* that 
a vast majority '’ of our legislators 
“* are sober, serious, industrious, in- 
telligent, capable and patriotic men, 
most of them discharging their re- 
ligious duties in Washington more 
completely than at home,’’ ‘* But,’’ 
he adds, solemnly, ‘*‘ what may sur- 
prise those prone to think evil is 
that the morals of public men are 
better now than in past generations, 
and are constantly improving, which 
should be a matter of pride for the

ETER racine began his 
career as Peter Jackson in 
England, and was renamed 
to make it more suitable for 

America. Its author remembered, or 
was reminded, that Peter Jackson 
was the name of a dusky pugilist 
of great fame in bygone days of fist- 
fighting, and decided that his Eng- 
lish hero should not be allowed to 
arouse memories of the prize ring. 
So Peter lost his cognomen, other 
changes were made, and the book, 
whichis dedicated by the author “‘ to 
the average man and woman of fhe 
English - speaking peoples,’” now 
makes its bow to the men and wom- 
en of those peoples who dwell on the 
western shore of the Atlantic. 

Peter Jameson is an English tobacco 
merchant, much absorbed in buying 
and selling, efficient in his methods, 
cold and relentless, guided by the 
maxim ‘‘ business is business,’’ mar- 
ried te a wife whom.he thinks—and 
who thinks herself—as unsentimental 
and practical as he is. Upon these two 
the great war bursts. Peter, urged 
on by something deep down. in. him- 
self stronger than all that makes up 
the business man Imr-him, ‘at once 
volunteers for active service, Sedrn- 
ing the arguments by which so many 
of his colleagues explain: to them- 





selves and others why they stay -at 
home when Britain is in deadly peril, 


he goes through months of training, 


j and then finds himself flung into the 


flaming hell of the front. 


He sees the horrors of Loos, Ypres, 
the Somme; in the smoke and din 
and terror of battle the standards of 
a lifetime rock and tumble about 
him. When he is.at home on leave 
he, like a true Englishman, never 
puts these things in words. What 
he gays about life af the front is 
jumbled, undescriptive, monosyllabic. 
But the hero that has stirred 
in the core of the man becomes 
plainly visible to his wife, and she 
does what she has never done before 
in the years of their married life— 
she falls in love with him. 


He does not know it, returns to the 
front, comes back not only wounded 
but suffering from what the wise 
specialist, his father-in-law, dubs

bound up every hour with fear, with 
the conviction that he is a coward, 
lacking even the courage to kill him- 
self.

N the midway of this his mortal 
life, haying found himself 
astray and gone from the path 
direct, Mr. Dreiser utters the 

curious onomatopoeic. yawp, ‘‘ Hey 
Rub-a-dub-dub! "" Psychologically, 
Hey rub-a-dub-dub is the very op- 
posite of the. syllable Om, which 
repeated by the Yogi over and over 
lands him in Nirvana, where the 
human race ceases from troubling 
and suppressed desires are at rest. 

Mr. Dreiser’s ejaculation is one of 
weariness, a puzzled weariness. It 
is American for Voltaire’s Why is 
anything? and Montaigne’s What 
do I know? Mr. Dreiser has pon- 
dered on everything from the birth 
of Brahma to the Lusk raiders; He 
has digested history, chemistry, 
Nietzsche, Carlyle Harris, evolution, 
the Woolworth Tower, Sam Gom- 
pers, Ashtoreth, the hypocrisy of 
Nature and Mayor Hylan’s Theory 
of Buses—vanitas, vanitatum, all is

Then he bethought himself of a 
** book of the mystery and terror of 
life,’’ a sort of Apologia pro vigs 
awat. Whatever may be said of life, 
the book does not inspire mystery, 
terror or wonder. It is good, solid,

“ with a tremendous piece of satiric 
buffoonery at the end called ‘* The 
Court of Progress, which is warth 
all the rest of the iterations of the 
obvious that precede it.

He is 
potentially a mystic, a realist, a ro- 
mantic, an ironist—but only poten- 
tially. He has hewed many trails, 
but prefers to climb up the trees 
and study the landscape before fin- 
ishing them.

NTENDED primarily for general

value also for the historical stu- 

Gent and for the seeker. of source 
material, because it preserves so 
much vivid description by eyewit- 
Niésses of important scenes and 
events that might otherwise have 
been lost and forgotten in the im- 
mense mass of matter that has been 
printed about the great conflict. The 
general reader will find it one of 
the most interesting and valuable of 
ali the many histories of the war 


that have.thus far appeared. Its 
particular value for that kind of 
reader, for the man who wants to 


nations, lies in its entire lack of na- 
tional bias and in its admirable sense 
of proportion. Most of the histories 
that have been published bear the 
tindelible mark of the author’s na- 
tionality in his peint of view. If he 
is British, he pays so much atten- 
tion to the part his country’s troops 
played in thé war that, quite unin- 
tentionally, he gives the impression 
that they were the chief factors in 
the winning of the war. In like 
manner, the French historian ts like- 
ly to be dominated by his conscious- 
mess of the valor, the devotion and 
the sacrifices of his countrymen. 
And the big majority of American 
books have been frankly devoted to 
the task of describing American par- 
ticipation. But Mr. Halsey . ap- 
proached his task with a true per- 
spective and justly saw and accu- 
rately described the part taken by 
each nation involved in its due rela- 
tion to the whole conflict and the 
final victory. Even in the account 
of American effort and achievement, 
fm which sub i infl 
might so easily have swayed his 
judgment, he kept his remarkable 
sense of proportion and delineated 
our share in the conflict with just 
appraisement of its value in com- 
parison with what was done by other 
nations. 

The preparation of these ten vol- 
umes, totaling nearly 4,000 pages 
and involving the study of an im- 
mense mass of source material, must 
have been a huge task. And, indeed, 
the labor that Mr. Halsey spent upon 
it, with the steady drain upon his 
strength of five years of unremitting 
application, is thought by his friends 
to have been the chief cause of his 
untimely death a few weeks ago, 
soon after he had completed the 
work. On the title page Mr. Halsey 
appears as the ** compiler *’ of the 
history. But that is much too mod- 
est a description of his share in the 
making of the volumes. For it is not 
at all. the compilation of extracts 
from other people’s writings which 
that term would indicate, but a 
vivid, dramatic, smoothly - flowing 
marrative whose absorbing interest 
fs constantly maintained, derived 
from the study of many eyewitness 
reports, its special points accentu- 
ated here and there by direct quota- 
tion. In an explanatory foreword, 
Mr. Halsey enumerates the sources 
from which the material was taken. 
These include nearly 200 newspa- 
pers, American, British, French, 
Italian, Russian, Serbian, -Rumani- 
an, Japanese, German; - Austrian, 
Turkish, and Bulgarian; the official 
reports, diplomatic correspondence, 
and Government publications of all 
the leading belligerents;. newspaper 
correspendence, the works of special 
writers, magazine. articles, books. 
He estimates that by the time of the 
signing of the armistice the number 
of books about the war that had been 





«published in all countries must have 


exceeded 50,000. Of the vast amount 
of matter about the war published in 
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The work covers the titanic strug- 
gie as it was fought on land, by sea, 
in the air, on all fronts in all parts 


involved in the conflict. The first 
six volumes deal chiefly with the 
outbreak of the war and its causes, 
and the long and bitter struggié on 
the western front, including Ameri- 
ca's entrance and participation, and 
carrying the story down to the sign- 
ing of the armistice, the occupation 
of the Rhine Valley, and the meeting 
of the Peace Conference in Paris. 
The seventh is devoted to Russia's 
share in the war, the revolution, the 
Brest-Litovsk treaty, and the rule of 
the Boisheviki. In the eighth is to be 
found the story of the war in the 
Balkans, Turkey, and Palestine, 
while the ninth deals with Italy's 
war effort and the story of the sub- 
marine warfare. The tenth contains 
the history of sea battles and of com- 
merce raiding, an adequate descrip- 
tion of the work of the Peace Con- 
ference, sketches of fifty military 
and political leaders, a chronology 
that fills forty pages, and an index 
to the whole work. The volumes are 
all copiously illustrated, there being 
altogether a thousand or more pict- 
ures of the greatest variety, maps 
and plans. The end papers of each 
volume are colored maps of the sev- 
eral battle fronts.

** Do you regard our failure to ratify 
the treaty as the cause of the present 
disorganization in. Prenny he was. 
asked. 

** Yes,”” he replied, See EY COG 
‘The primary cause of that situation 
is idleness. “As soon‘as Europe gets 
back to work her troubles will begin 
to disappear. But Europe cannot get 
back to work until. peace has been es- 
tablished, and firmly established. I 
believe that this best could be done 
by accepting the Treaty of Versailles. 
One of the first things that must be 
done is to make more definite and 
reasonable the terms-in regard to the 
reparation. This ie’possible within the 
treaty. The President and his ad- 
‘vigers advocated that all the way 
through the negotiations at Paris, but 
never received any support from any 
other delegation, at any time.’’ 

**Do you regard economic condi- 

tions, then, as the cause of the pres- 
ent unrest and .military activity in 
Burope?’’ ; 

** Yes. Economic conditions are 
usually the cause of discontent which 
results either in appeals to force or 
political revolutions.. Even when “not 
forced to resort to violence, mankind 
has ever attempted, unsuccessfully I 


.believe, to overcome ‘the result of un- 


favorable natural economic factors by 
man-made laws. The law of supply 
and: demand is as immutable as the 
law of gravitation. Men have en- 


.deavored to counteract. it by statutes. 





They have often at times softened its 


effects, but never have they been able 
to control it entirely by legislative en- 
actment. It is difficult to balance the 
supply nicely against the demand, 
principally because of thé human 
equations “involved. 

‘* If the spirit of service could be 
substituted successfully for the incen- 
tive of personal gain or profit, we 
might come nearer the goal, but all 
experiments of that kind are doomed 
to failure until human nature is made 
over again. Such attempts are cer- 
tain to wreck the present system of 
production and distribution, which so- 
ciety has built up laboriously over 
centuries of time. 4 

** All men should have equal oppor- 
tunity, and we like.to believe that all 
men are born equal. We have been 
endeavoring to provide equality of op- 
portunity in this country by means of 
our Constitution and our laws, and we 
are continually progressing to that 
end. That was the aim of Magna 
Charta, of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, of the French Revolution. 
It is to be hoped that men will con- 
tinue to strivé for the establishment 
of equal rights. But men are not born 
equal physically or mentally. They 
have been endeavoring by human laws 
to overcome these inequalities, but no 
legal machinery can equalize their nat-. 
ural abilities nor their natural facility 
for work; and so we have endeavored 
to adjust the difference, to some ex- 
tent, by our system, for instance, of 
taxation. Thus we tax into the Pub- 
lic Treasury for the common benefit 
part of the product of the brains or the 
work of those better qualified. ‘So far 
that is the best we can do. No man- 
made law can make a sculptor, a poet 
or an artist, a great bricklayer or 
farmer, a great orator or a great 
Judge. The qualities which go to the 
making of such men are inborn. 
They can be improved by application 
and study. Our modern system of ed- 
ucation is another of our attempts to 
equalize or offset inborn inequalities

Placing my name on a slip of paper in 
a tin can I hastily piled a few stones 
above it and pocketed samples: of the 
rock. I had remained on the summit 
but a few moments, viewing all at a 
glance, and I was now to face the ex- 
treme peril of a descent in partial dark- 
ness, for the moon was veiled for sev- 
eral hours. " 

Asking ‘for Divine protection, I cau- 
tiously felt my way down the perilous 
upper cliff. The lack of handholds made 
it an exceedingly delicate undertaking, 
and I was éonsiderably encouraged on 
reaching the head of the chimney. Fac- 
ing outward, I felt for foot and hand 
holds, often being able to make fair 
progress.

** You referred a moment ago, Mr, 


Baruch, to the attempt to substitute! . 


a spirit of service for the incentive to 
gain.

- No one has any eXact information 
about what is going on in Russia. 
Most everything we get is tinged with 
propaganda at one extréme- or-. the 
other. But Russia and the: Russian 
people. have a right, it seems to‘ me.,.

The world has no right to 
impose any system ‘of government 
upon any people. "Neither would Rus- 
sia have a right to try'to impose upon 
the rest of the world a system of gov-' 
ernment the: rest: of the world did not 
desire.

** You testified . before. the Senate :

Te that extent are you not in agree- 
ment with the critics of the treaty, 
notably Mr. Keynes? ’’ 

‘*To that extent, yes. . But. the 
treaty makes provision for this situ- 
ation. That there should be a fixed 
and reasonable gum Was the position 
of the President’ and of all his eco- 
nomic advisers at. Paris. The position 
of Mr. Keynes in. regard to the tariff 
and coal clauses, however,.is -incor- 
rect.

Some of the announcements, of course, 
never will mature,. but in a majority of 
cases the .sites have already been ac- 
quired, Thus, in New York City plans 
are under way for the construction of 
some. twenty new playhouses, and 
twelve or fifteen of these are almost 
certain to materialize in the next two 
years, At the present time New York 
has forty-seven theatres devoted té 
first-class productions (omitting, of 
course, the neighborhood houses, &e.), 
and it is the general opinion of producers 
that the number will be seventy or 
seventy-five before three years have 
elapsed. 

On the road, where the playhouse 
shortage has been even morc acute 
than in New. York, theatres promise to 
spring up lke magic.. Mr. Woods is

the curtailment of the HEPES which 
is purely statutory. The remedy. of 
summary proceedings wes placed upon 
the statute books about a century ago. 
Before that time the landlord who 
sought to recover possession of real 
property was limited to the conimon law 
action of ejectment.. The Legislature 
may abolish any statutory remedy which 
it has, and, by parity .of reasoning, it 
thay curtail the same and place any 
-conditions it pleases upon the exercise 
of such statutory remedy.’’ 

The second act, relating to the 25 per 
cent. increase in rents, concerning which 
there has been endless confusion, was 
thoroughly dealt with by Senator Lock- 
wood in his brief arguing for its enact- 
ment into law, which he read" before the 
Senate at Albany on March 17 last. Im- 
portant portions of his analysis follow: 

‘“‘ This bill permits the defendant in 
an action at law for the recovery of rent 
to set up the defense that it is unjust 
and unreasonable, and. the agreement 





under which the same is sought to be 
recovered.is oppressive. 

“ By this. bill the police power of the 
State is invoked. ‘The bill. does not by 
its terms give the court the right to fix 
rent or make a new agreement for that 
purpose. Upon proper facts being 
shown, the court may hold that the 
agreement.is oppressive, and that. is the 
extent of the power granted by the 
statute. 

“The bill, however, does give the 
plaintiff (landlord) an opportunity; if 
he is so advised, to plead and prove the 
fair rent of the premises and. to recover 
a judgment for the amount shown to be 
the fair rent. This enables the landlord 
to recover a fair rent without bringing 
another and different proceeding, if it is 
established that the rent specified in the 
agreement was unjust and unreasonable. 

** Section 2. does not, as it. seems to be 
commonly supposed, fix the limit of the

“ Forward-looking legislation has 
broadened State control over private 
property. to meet social needs, and the 
courts have Hkewise advanced in sus- 
taining the broadening legislation. It 
may be of interest to point out that 
in. People v. Williams, 189 N:- Y. 131 
(decided 1907), the prohibition of night 
labor by women was held to be uncon- 
stitutional as affecting the freedom of 
contract, while in People y. Schwinder 
Press, 214 N. Y. 304 (decided 1915), leg- 
islation of the. same. kind was upheld. 

‘* Tr 1909 the limitations upon. the 
use of land by prohibiting the erection 
of -billboards was held unconstitutional 
in People v. Murphy, 195 N. Y. 126, 
while substantially the same law was 
upheld in 1917 the Casa Company v. Chi+ 
cago, 242 U. 8. 526, and followed in St. 
Louis Poster Advertising Company v.

** In Munn v. Hlinois 94, U.S. 118, the 
court held, in substance, that, when the 
owner of property devotes it to a use 
in which the public has an interest, he 
grants to the public an interest in such 
use, and must, to the extent of that in- 
terest, submit to bé controlled by the 
public for the common good. 

* “Tt needs no argument to show that 
at the present time buildings are af- 
fected by the public interest and that 
to conserve the welfare, health and mor- 
als of the pegple the unrestricted pri- 
vate use of buildings by the owners may 
and should be regulated by the Leg- 
islature.’’ : . 

Toe Avert Eviction. 


Another of the more important of the 
tent bills passed at Albany deals with 
the protéction of tenants, forced to leave 
the premises where they have been reée- 
siding, who are unable to find other 
premises into which they can move. 
Senator Lockwood says concerning this: 

“This bill holds, in substance, that 








where a final order has been issued in 
a hold-over procéeding the court may 
grant, in its discretion, a stay not to 
exceed six months where it appears that 
the tenant cannot secure suitable prem- 
fses for himself and family within a 
neighborhood similar to those occupied, 
and that he has used reasonable efforts 
to secure such premises, or where other 
Teasons may exist that warrant the ex- 
ércise of tne court’s discretian. - 

*‘ As a condition of such stay the ten- 
ant shajl deposit with the Clerk such 
amount as the court may determine to 
represent-the fair rent for the premises, 
which shall be the rent for which the 
tenant was liable prior to the expiration 
of his term, plus such additional amount, 
if any, as may be held reasonable. 

“Of course, this power given to the 
Judges should be and will ‘be - exercised 
with fairness to both parties: It was 
deemed unwise to’ make specific excep- 
tions to the power, of a stay granted in 
the bill. However, generally speaking, 


to grant stays where the landlord in 
good faith intends to remodel the build- 
ing or tear down the same for the pur- 
pose of erecting another one, with a 
view to increasing ho facilities, 
would be a gross abuse and not to be 
tolerated. 

“It may be sald here that the Board 
of Justices of the Municipal Court of 
the City of New York will immediately, 
upon the passage of these’ bilis, ‘adopt 
rules to carry the intention of the Leg- 
islature into effect for the purpose as 
nearly. as may be possible of having a 
uniform execution of ‘the laws and of 
doing justice to the honest tenant as 
well as the honest landlord. 

‘This bill applies to cities of the first 
class and Westchester County, and re- 
mains in effect until Nov. 1, 1922, only.’”’ 

Duration of Leases.

Of the last of. the twelve bills he says: 

* This bill adds a new section to Ar- 
ticle I, Title 1, Chapter 14 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, in relation to ac- 
tions to recover real property. 

“This is the action commonly known 
as ejectment. The purpose of this bill 
ia to give the tenant a defense in case 
the landlord goes into the-Supreme 
Court and tries to eject the tenant from 
the premises by the action. If this pro- 
cedure were adopted by the landlord 
on the ground that the tenant had 
tafled to pay his rent, the tenant, not 
being able to allege payment, might 
have judgment taken against him in 
twenty days. 

‘To forestall such action on the part 
of the landlord, this bill provides that 
the tenant may set up the same ‘ense 
in. this action that he does in the Mu- 
nicipal Court action, namely, that the 
rent fs unreasonable and unjust, and 
that the agreement is oppressive. 

“It allows the tenant to.make an 
oral answer before the clerk.

For instance, the suit 


$40 in 1914 now costs $85 to $95, made 
by a tailor in a side street; the hat 
that one bought at a fashionable hat- 
ter’s in 1914 for $5 now costs $10.50 at 
a hatter’s not so fashionable, and shoes 
of fdentically the same kind. that cost 
$5 4n,1914,. and $8 last year now cost 
$16. Thus the increase in the price of 
clothes (if you would get the best ma- 
térial) is at least 112 per cent.; of hats, 
more than 100 per cent., and of shoes 
220 per cent. And if you get such things 
from fashionable dealers, the price is 
much more. And one is mindful that 
not-many years ago. he paid in England 
‘for a suit of clothes of exactly similar 
matertal to the one he had made in New 
York, less than one-fifth of the present 
New York price. 

And what has brought about the rise 
im- prices here? . Basically, under-pro- 
duction.. Under-production is largely 
due to the shorter hours of work which 
labor, skilled and unskilled, has de- 
manded and got. The desire for six- 


~hour days and for two days of rest in 


each. week, whether they have been ob- 
fained or not, have slackened production 
everywhere in this country. Coinci- 
dentally there is the demand on the 
part of labor, both skilled and ‘unskilled, 
for h. wages, which, in the case of 
both are from three to six or eight times 
what they were in 1914. In 1914 the 
writer could'.get all- the farm labor he 
wished for $1.50 a day. Lately he has 
had to pay $5 a day for’ the same labor 
on a strict eight-hour basis, and furnish 
automobile transportation to and from 
work.

GUM HABIT 





REVIOUS to the American dough- 
r boys’ arrival in France and Eng- 
land there practically no European 
cinand for chewing gum,. but-after.their 
-‘Ival and their free distribution of gum 
o the children and elder folk the habit 
roatly- incréasdd, as shown by a bulletin 
.f the Division of Statistics,’ Bureau of 
Foreign and Domesti¢ Commerce. Chew- 
ing gum to, the value of -$2;164;290° wan 
exported from the United States during 
the year of 1919, which is an increase 
«of $468,387, or 27 per cent., as compared 
with 1918. That this growth is extend- 
ing into 1920 is shown by January re- 
turns of $330,536, representing a gain of 
39,672, or 22 per cent., over figures for 
the corresponding month last year, 
During the last year of the war Eng- 
tand was the. heaviest purchaser of 
chewing: gum 'éxported from this coun- 
try, taking $1,119,898 of the total exports 
of $1,695,903; but sales of $828,494 to the 
United Kingdom in 1919 declined §291,- 
404 from that figure. In contrast, pur- 
chases by. France, valued at $395,299 
during the last year, show an increase 
of $300,868 over .the preceding year, 
when the amount was $04,431. : oo 
Restriction onthe: manufacture and 
sale of confectionery during the war in 
order to conserve sugar did not apply 
to chewing gum, as the sugar content 
,of the latter is small.. This was one of 
the factors, the! bulletin says, leading 
to increased European sales, as the 
sweetness and flavor of the gum partly 
satisfied the craving for sugar. Gum 
chewing became very popular during 
the war in munition‘factories of the 
United Kingdom and in certain front 
line trenches of France, where smoking 
by the soldiers: was forbidden.

$1,000 a year. His lease recently ex- 
pired and he was asked to pay $3,000 
a year. Besides that, he was asked to 
hand over what not even the proudest, 
rent.,profiteer in New York has. been 
known to demand—a ‘“‘premium’’ of 
$5,000 for the privilege of being per- 
mitted to. release his old apartment 
upon the new terms.

FOREIGN MOTOR LICENSE. 


Requisite for European Tourtng— 
How te Be Obtained. 

Many Aniéerican motorists, planning @ 
Buropean tour, according to Edward H. 
Wakefield, manager of the foreign de- 
partment of the Automobile Club of 
America, believe that if @ driver holds 
@ license and if the automobile is reg- 
istered in the United States, it fs not 
necessary to secure Buropean licenses 
for touring. ° 

Licenses to drive, registration of the 
car and number matkers are as neces- 
saty in other countries as in the United 
States, but for the convenience of the 
touring motorist a document known as 
the Interndtional Touring License has 
béen instituted, which not only obviates 
the necessity of obtaining license regis- 
tration and markers.in each country vis- 
ited, but enables the motorist to travel 
through - practically every country in 
Europe with only the one license. for 
car and drivers and the same set of 
markers. 

To obtain this license the car and all 
persons who will drive it when abroad 
will be inepected by an official of the 
Automobile Club of America. Two 
‘Small photographs of each person who 
will drive the car must be supplied. 
All the necessary arrangements are 
then attended to and the license, to- 
gether with the regulation number mark- 
ers, will be mailed to meet the tourist 
upon arrival at his European port, -or to 
any address specified. The cost of the 
license, including examination,-régistra- 
tion, driver's: license, number markers, 
is $20 for one car and one driver, with 
an-extra $5.50 for each additional driver.

FROM ORPHAN’S RESCUER 





A dispatch from Constantinople last 
Wednesday told. of the burning of the 
American orphanage at Harouniyi and 
rescue of 2,000 orphans by William 
Gilbert, Jr., of Yonkers. 

From a friend of Mr. Gilbert have been 
received the following extracts of recent 
letters written by the Yonkers man: 

, Cilicia, Jan. 18. 

** Last Tuesday I bid farewell to Oulou 
Kishla in a vidlent snowstorm and rolled 
down through the Taurus to Adana, ar- 
riving at midnight in a land where 
oranges are in bloom and sell 100 for a 
medjide, about 50 cents. At the last 
moment I felt quite a pang to leave 
Oulou Kishla, where I had been for over 
seven months, but it was pleasant to get 
to Adana, though the mud is quite thick 
with the rainy season on. In a month 
from now we will begin to have real. 
warm weather, and ‘by the end of March 
it- will be real Summer here; and from 
then on very hot. 

‘*] worked in Adana until yesterday, 
and then I was commissioned to bring & 
party out here to Harouniyi.' It was a 
most amusing trip. I had an Armenian 

~paralytic, one Armenian child, two 
American women workers, a Church of 
ngland clergyman named Buxton and 
about twenty different articles of sup- 
plies, ranging from a four-burner oil 
stove to a bag of mail, to bring out to 
this place, which is an orphanage built 
by the Germans for Armenian children. 
To get here ‘one takes a train from 
Adana at 6 A. M., travels till ndon to- 
ward Aleppo (about half way), gets on 
horseback and rides four hours through 


the plains of Cilicia and up into the, 


Amanus Mountains, where this little vil- 
lage perches. : 

‘‘T loaded the two-ton truck with the 
supplies the afternoon before, rose at 4 
A. M., cooked and ate breakfast and 
drove the ambulance about Adana in the 
pitch dark collecting my people. We 
hoisted the paralytic into the train, got 
the baggage aboard and started off. We 
got to Bagche! (which means garden) 
about noon, hopped off and found no 
horses. I did not like the look of that, 
sv I marched off to the village, half a 
mile from the station, found an Arme- 
titan who spoke French, got hold of a 
telegraph mudir and telegraphed an Ar- 
menian clergyman, whose name I had, 
at Harouniyi. The arrangements for 
Adana had gone astray; the people there 
were not expecting us and no horses 
had been sent. 

‘* Maruchakian said, ‘I will send them 
tomorrow ’ (conversation by telegraph). 
‘No you won't,’ said I; ‘ you will send 
them today.’ I did not fancy waiting 
until morning in that station, so we ar- 
ranged to have the horses sent not to 
Bagche, which takes six hours by 
horseback, but to Ar-Bashi, a deserted 
village on the railroad to Adana. Then 
I went back to the station, worked mag- 
ie on the Chef-de-Gare:to get him to 
have the wup-train stop: at. Ar-Bashi, 
bought tickets, had lunch and piled all 
the stuff on the train for Aleppo, which 
just then came in sight. I had to work 
some more magic on the Chef-de-Train 


to get him to-stop at Ar-Bashi, but he 


did and dumped us off on the railroad 
track at 2:30 in the- utmost, desolation. 
‘No village but a ruined one, no sta- 
tion, no chance of stopping a train in 
case the horses did not come—but they 
diu.. I piled all the stuff on the ten 
_ animals, we climbed on ourselves, and 


shoved. off for Harountyi, which is only. 


four hours from Abashi. So here we 
are. 

“It is a great, big, substantial build-

Theodore Roosevelt had twenty-nine 
different Cabinet members, more than 
three to each office. They were: Six 
Secretaries of Navy, five Postmasters 
General, three Secretaries of State, three 
Secretaries of Treasury, three Secre- 
taries of War, three Secretaries of Com- 
merce and Labor, three Attorneys Gen- 
eral, two Secretaries of Interior. James 
Wilson (for Agricutture). alone servéd 
throughout Roosevelt’s term. 

Ulysses S. Grant had twenty-five dif- 
ferent Cabinet members for his seven 
portfolios, more than three,and one-half 
to one. They were: Five Secretaries 
of War, five Attorneys General, four 
Postmasters General, four Secretaries of 
Treasury, two Secretaries of State, two 
Secretaries of Navy, three Secretaries 
of Interior. 

President Tyler had twenty different 
Cabinet members for six. ‘portfolios: 
Five Secretaries of Navy, four Secre- 
taries of Treasury, three Secretaries of 
State, three Secretaries of War, three 
Attorneys General, two Postmasters 
General. — 

President Wilson has hdd just twenty 
different Cabinet members for his ten 
portfolios. 

Andrew Jackson had nineteen different 
Cabinet members: Five Secretaries of 
Treasury, four Secretariés of State, 
three Secretaries of War, three Secre- 
taries of Navy, two Postmasters Gen- 
eral, two Attorneys General. 

Grover Cleveland had eleven Cabinet 
members in his first term; twelve in his 
second.

Inflation-of Currency and Decrease 
of Production. - 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Im view of the astounding actions of

-| York has arranged for en architectural 


competition for the remodeling of a 
typical New York City tenement block. 

In its recent réport the Housing Com- 
mittee of the Reconstruction Comm 
sion, composed of John Alan Hamilt 
of Buffalo, Chairman; Dr, Felix Adler, 
Peter J. Brady, Mrs. Lewis S. Chanler, 
Mrs. William H, Good, V. Everit Macy, 
Alfred E, Marling, Mrs. Walter W. 
Steele, M. SamQel Stern and Arthur 
Williams, made the following statement: 
“After a thorough study a.majority of 
the Housing Consmittee has reached the 
conclusion that. no temporary solution 
will-serve to meet our present housing 
difficulties: & 

‘‘ To supply that need will take years, 
during which the shortago creating the 
emergency will continue to exist. If all 
the money available in the New York 
market and throughout the State were 
put forward tomorrow it would be im- 
possible to bulld even in a year, utilizing 
every bit of man power or material 
available, houses enough to take care of 
the shortage. 

** What the commission has done is to 
set forth a “eonstruttive program that 


¢| will prevent, in our zeal to build, the 


repetition of the housing mistakes from 
which we. suffer now. 

“ Building has been looked upon as a 
speculative investment. This element 
will have to be minimized if our werking 
population is to have an increased num- 
ber of houses. If properly adopted in 
its entirety it will mitigate the .emer- 


ij gency and develop a policy. 


“To legislate against rent raising will 
not help to stipply the heed of more 
housing. Legislation, temporarily \post- 
poning the suffering of the dispossessed 
ig desirable. It serves as does arbitra- 
tion between tefant and landlord to 
ameliorate the tondition of some of the 
victims of the presefit emergency. 

“These do not help in the slightest 
degree to meet thé real present housing 
needs. There’is an insufficient supply 
of” decent houses. As a résult a lar&e 
part of the population is housed in. a 
manner détPimental to the health and 
safety of the community.’ 

Discussing the program of architect- 
ural competition; Clarence S. Stein, sec- 
retary to the Housing Committee of the 
Reconstruction Commission, said yester- 
day: 

“It ts suggested that legislation be 

passed to make it possible to make use 
of the thousands of old tenements of 
the City of New York that are now un- 
occupied. Legislation alone will not be 
sufficient. We must, at the same time, 
have a plan that wi} make it possible 
to usé the tenements that are now un- 
occupied, becaupe they are unfit for hu- 
man habitation, This is a difficult ar- 
chitectural problem.’ The Reconstruc- 
tion Commission and the Joint Legisla- 
tive Committee of the State of New 
York have annotinced a competition, the 
object of which is to find a means of 
making these old buildings habitable. 
- “The competition is intended to 
achieve the double object, first, of find- 
ing a method of improving living con- 
ditions in the old houses without entirely 
ines am the:building ; second, of find- 
ing a plan of remodeling that will en- 
courage such alterations by the demon- 
stration of its economic wisdom and the 
value that will come from the improve- 
ment.

to house all those that need Homes in 
the City of New York. The Reconstruc- 
tion Commission has pointed out in its 
housing report that we are in need of at 
least 40,000 new apartments at the pras- 
ent time. When the last census of va-

there were 21,482 vacant apartments. A 
very careful in tion was matie by 
the Reconstruction Commigsion at that 
time to show that there was practically 
no uhoccupied apartments that were fit 
for human habitation, Practically all of 
these houses were of the low minimum 
standard that is¢required for new con- 
structio- by our tenement house law. 
‘* Of the 082,026 individual epartments 
existing in March, 1919, more than half,

‘The program of the competition callé 
attention to the fact that the remodeling 
of one house in’ a bad environment is 
of little value.

But 
the solution of the problem of the block 
as a whole would be of the maximum 
value to the tenants and owners of each 
house, to the neighborhood and to the 
community as a whole. 

‘* Competitors may, however, decide 
what size units, what type and size of 
tenément, apartinents, rooms, courts and 
guards will give the proper environment 
for decent living and at the same time 
the most practical result as to plan, 
management and financing, ‘These 
should not fall below the standard of 


sanitation, lighting, ventilation and 
éafety. However, the competitor should 
be guided by the spirit, not the letter of 
the law.

Two hundred and seventy of the rooms 
in the block have no air or light except- 
ing that which is borrowed from neigh-

They 
are below the standard fixed two decades 
ago. Since then great progress has been 
made in the planning of apartments. 

“It has been proved within the last 


the amount of area required. by the law 
for court space, apartments can 
planned on the same sised lots so as to 
give at the same rental per room, a 
greater return on the investment. “These 
results have been attained Dy epreful 
planning of large units. 


State Reconstruction Commission.proved 
conclusively thatthe old-law tenement 
houses are a menace té the health and 
general welfare of these’ who dwell in 
them and of the community as a whole. 

The more obvious defects of these 
buildings are: 

The lack of sufficient air and light. 
A large part of the rooms in the old- 
law houses have no direct opening on the 
outer air. They are lighted and venti-

Other 
rooms have windows only on small 
shafts or narrow courts. These give in- 
sufficient, if any ventilation. - Many 
families still live below the level of the 
sidewalk.

The prevalence of bad odors, resulting 
from the ventilation of toilets on courts, 
Shafts, or corridors on which living or 
bedrooms open and the use of the 
courts as a receptacle for garbage.
